The first proseeutions under the Agricul- 
tural Produce (Eggs) Act; 1924, have been 
instituted by the Department of Lands 
and Agriculture, traders in Dublin and 
Cavan being fined for exposing for sale 
dirty eggs and eggs unfit for human con- 
sumption. 

The Act also governs the packing and 
grading of eggs for export. 

Attention has already been drawn to the 
good effect which the adoption of the Act 
has had on the sale of Irish egg#’in Great 
Not only are the buyers in 
Britain showing more confidence in the 
quality of the eggs exported from the Free 
State, but they are paying better prices 
than heretofore, 


DETECTING BAD EGGS. 


USE OF ELECTRIC TESTER. 

_ In the Dublin District Court Justice Collins 
imposed a fine of £5 on John Shiel, 8 and 9 
Moore street, for offering for sale six eggs 
unfit for human consumption, contrary to the 
provisions of the Act. '

Mr. Curley, an inspector from the Depart- 
ment: of Lands and Agriculture, stated that 
on órd November last, in Ballinamore, he 
examined a box of eggs offered for sale by 
the defendant. This box contained sixty-six 
externally dirty eggs out of a total of 111 
offered for sale. 

Mr. Masterson, to whom the eggs were 
offered, said that in all probability he would. 
have refused to purchase the eggs if the 
inspector had not arrived. He iad: never 
had any cause to complain of the condition 
of Mrs. Dolan’s eggs before, as she was in 
the habit of marketing them clean and fresh. 

The District Justice said that he wanted 
the public to realise the seriousness of the 
case. As this was a first offence, he would 
impose a fine of 10s., with £1 costs. 


162 DIRTY EGGS. 

At Arvagh District Court a fine of £1 10s., 
with £1 costa, was imposed on James 
McCabe, Arvagh, for exposing for sale two 
cases of eggs which Mr. Curley, marketing 
inspector, found to contain 162 externally 
dirty egyus.

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USEFUL WORK IN THF IRISH 
AREA. 


The extent of assistance. given. to ¢x-Rervice 
men and their dependents in Ireland through 


the medium of the United Services Fund is | 


not known generally, and the -aeeount of the 
work done ih ‘the Irish Area’ of the Fund in 
the year 1925, contajned, in the report that 
follows, reveals many useful activities. The 
original resources of the Fund were the 
profits made in canteens, soldiers’ institutes, 
and other such places during the Great War, 

The report on the work of the Irish Area 
for the year ended ólst: December, 1920; 
states :— 

The United Services Fund was, established 
in Ireland in March, 1920, for the hea: of 
assisting men who served in the Great’ War 
and their dependents who were in distress, 
and thousands of ex-Service men and their 
families benefit annually by it. The Fund 
has. local representatives in practically every 
town in Ireland so that. its activities, have 
hecome very widely known, Since the ineep, ; 
tion of the Fund"'in Maich, 1920, a sum of 
over £123,000 has been expended. During the 
year 1925.8,143 cases. were helped under the 
following schemes. at a cost of £17,890 10s. 

Wives, Widows" and Dependents—-This 
scheme. provides assistance in. their own 
homes for. wives, widows and dependents of 
ex-Service men who aré in distress due’ to 
ilitiess, etc. Under this heading 5,631 cases 
have been helped at a cost of £9,059 Os. 1d 

Education Scheme—Under this scheme as- 
sistance ig given’ to” erfable children of excep 
tional ability or those who have won. scholar. 
ships to receive the education they merit. 
During the year 41 cases have been helped at 
a cost of £705 10s. 3d. 

Children’s Clearing. Home—A - Children’s 
Clearing Home is maintained by the Fund at 
Dalkey, Co. Dublin, and is largely availed of. 
Orphan children ate admitted to the Home 
until such time as suitable-foster-parents are 
found for them. Such children will be under 
the care of the Fund until they are old enough 
to support themselves. Children suffering 
from neglect or want of proper care and 
those in need of convalescent treatment are 


[also admitted. The cost of the upkeep of the 


Home for the year was £1,815 1s. 4d. 
Boarding Scheme—Children are boarded-out 
from the Clearing Home and from their own 
homes. In certain cases allowances are given 
to relatives to maintain children in their own 
homes. The total number of children assisted 
in this way during the| year was. 89. at. a

Tubercular Ex-Service Men’s Scheme—Men 
suffering from: tuberculosis, Which is not 
recognised by the Ministry of Pensions as 
being due to or aggravated by their war 
service, are assisted,- pending their admission 
te ‘satatoria, and for a time after their: dis- 
charge.

Mr. T. J. Campbell, K.C., said that ‘the 
plaintiffs sued as assignees of the Richmond 
Clothing Co., Glasgow. Messrs. Wilson and 
McBreen carried on- business in Donegall 
street, Belfast, and in Kent street, Belfast. 
Mr. McMahon, their traveller, called with the 
defendant on the 13th October, 1920, and got 
an order for goods amountiig to £110 1lés. 
2d. The goods were sent, and on December 
14th the defendant returned £36 12s. 6d. 
worth of the goods, and they sued for the 
balance. The counter-claim was for £100 
for damages for injury, the defendant. was 
alleged to have suffered because the goods 
were manufactured in Belfast, and the people 
in Co. Monaghan had refused at that period 
to purchase such goods. 

Patrick MeMahon, draper, Co. Armagh, 
gave evidence. 

To Mr. Daly, B.L.. (for defendant)—He did 
not -sdy that he left Wilson atid McBreen’s 
because he could do ‘no bisiifess on account 
of the Belfast boycott. He did not represent

John 8. Callan, accountant, said that he 
acted for the defendant in a claim in connec.

Recently he had been in communica- 
tion. with Mr. Mellet, the manager of the 
National Bank at Longford, and-he was in- 
forthed by Mr. Mellet that he had received 
ihstructions from his directors that the luan 
could .not be sanctioned by them for tha 
present. The Secretary then asked for 
£3,000, and this sum the directors conld not 
seee their way to advance for the present

He then applied to another bank for the 
money, but he was informed that this bank 
would not interfere between the County 
Council and their treasurers :

Tel-el-Amarna on 
the site of the city built by King Akhnaton. 
‘lt was explained that in the course of these 
excavations, for the first time in the history 
of Egyptian- exploration, a city, with its 
domestic dwellings, was found: in Thebes and 
Memphis not a single house remains. Lantern 
slides. were shown of the houses as they had 
been reconstructed from pictures found in the 
Ftombs. The remains were found of a village 
of seventy-five houses, where workmen and 
sculptors, who had made the busts found in 
the tombs, had lived. ‘The busta of Akhnaton 
show him to have been not typically Egyptian 
in appearance, and this fact is attributed to 
the strain of foreign blood in his family de- 
rived from a band of Aryan wanderers who 
had descended on the North of Mesopotamis. 
This king had devoted his energies to esthetic 
and religious reforms, to the neglect of the 
other interests of his country, with the result 
that he lost the great Asiatic possessions 
laken by his father, Amenhotep III. He 
instituted a monotheistic form of worship, 
and was the first to recognise that the sun 
is the source of all life on this earth, and 
he taught that the disk of the sun’s rays is 
mérely the expression of the creative Father 
of all. After the death of Akhnaton his 
body was brought by Tut-Ankh-Amen from 
the City. of the Sun’s Disk to Thebes, where, 
in 1307, it was discovered in a tomb in the 
Valley of the Tombs of the Kings, which 
had been, wrecked and desecrated by enemies

The County Dublin. Election. 


Writs have been issued for the filling of 
the two seats which are now vacant in 
Dail Eireann. The nominations in both 
constituencies—County Dublin and Leix 
and Offaly—are fixed for February 5th, 
polling will take place on 
February 18th. Already there are six: 
candidates for the two seats, representing 


‘the. official Cumann na nGaedheal, the 


Labour Party, the Republicans, and the 
agricultural interest, for which Mr. 
‘Patrick Belton is’ standing in County 
Dublin as an independent candidate. 
Once more, it seems, some of the 
most important of the country’s concerns 
are to be neglected in the coming contests ; 
and here we‘have another striking proof 
of the.-limitations of the Government’s 
oficial organisation. The County Dublin is 
the headquarters of the nation’s commerce 
and industry, of its seats of learning, of 
its arts and literature and of its profes-, 
sional. institutions. Everybody knows 
that the Dail, as a body, is lacking in 
those attainments of education and experi- 
ence. which the country’s urgent problems 
of finance and economics demand from its 
legislators. The. vacancy in County Dublin 
gave the Cumann na nGaedheal an oppor- 
tunity to select a candidate. who would 
satisfy the county s special claims and 
would raise the Dail’s standard of 
efficiency. Its candidate, however, is Mr. 
Thomas F. Healy, a publican of Clon- 
dalkin, and a member of the Dublin 
County Council. Mr. Healy may be an 
impeccable citizen, but he is not likely to 
bring any .peculiar gifts of knowledge or 
statesmanship to the Dail; and he: is 
associated with a trade which already, in 
the view of.the educated electorate, wields 
an excessive influence in public affairs. 

Oumann na’ nGaedheal’s choice. in 
County Dublin indicates that, as a 
national organisation, it is deficient in one 
or more of three respects: This choice 
may be a mere blunder, the result of in- 
capacity to appreciate the claims of 
the electors and the need of certain 
qualities in the Legislature. If, however, 
it is‘a deliberate choice, we fear that an 
explanation may be found in the Govern- 
ment Party’s anxiety to secure a safe 
supporter rather than to take under 
its egis a man who would be too 
well. qualified to criticise the Govern- 
ment’s mistakes. If both these theories 
are wrong—if the Cumann na nGaedheal 
knows what County Dublin wants 
and does not shrink Írom expert criticism 
of official measures and  policies-—the 
third. deficiency stands revealed. The 
Government Party is suffering from a lack 
of human material, If we credit it with 
a real desire to provide for County Dublin 
a candidate highly skilled in affairs and 
fitted to speak with authority .on’ com- 
plicated problems of finance and educa- 
tion, we must assume that no such person 
was forthcoming from the ranks of its 
own :followers. Is this the truth of the 
matter? Is it the fact that, while Presi- 
dent. Cosgrave’s Government has put the 
whole country, in: many:.ways, heavily in 
its debt, and has shown, in its adminis- 
trative measures, a strict_impartiality to 
all creeds and:classes; there are important 
elements in ‘the nation which still refuse 
to’ identify themselves with its official 
machine? What is the canse of. the 
Government's “failure to . persuade . the 
business - arid: professional classes to rally 
to its standard? Does the fault lie with 
the Cumann na nGaedheal—its disciplinary 
claims, its' straitened outlook, its internal 
jealousies? -Surely there is occasion, here 
for a vigilant searching of hearts.

The World Court. 


The decision of the United States Senate 
to recognise the Permanent Court’ of Inter- 
national Justice constitutes an important 
victory for the opponents of American 
insularity. The Protocol was adopted by 
the Senate by the surprisingly large 


‘majority of 76 votes to 17, and the so 


called “Battalion of Death,” composed of 
“‘hard-shell’’ . Republican . “ die-hards,’’ 
has received a serious set-back. The 
‘World Court, as it is called for the sake 
of convenience, is really an offshoot of the 
League of Nations. If there had been no 
League, there would have been no Court ; 
and the fact that, after a long and em- 
bittered debate, the American Senate— 
surely the most Conservative body of 
opinion in the world—has taken the Court 
under its wing, marks a very definite 
advance in the attitude of the United 
States towards the rest of civilisation. The 
Protocol establishing the World Court was 
adopted by the League of Nations in 1920. 
President Wilson, of course, was whole- 
heartedly in fayour of the World Court, 
and it was at his instance thai the dis- 
tinguished American jurist, Mr. Elihu 
Root, helped to draft its original constitu- 
tion. When President Wilson fell from 
power his successor, Mr. Harding, de- 
clared. himself to be sympathetic with the 
idea of a World Tribunal, although, of 
course, he yielded to nobody in his opposi- 
tion to America’s entry to the League of 
Nations. President Coolidge, more careful 
even than his predecessor in office, has 
refrained from any definite opinion on 
the matter; but, now that the Senate has 
set the example, he probably will be among 
the. most active supporters of the Court. 
Europe, naturally, will rejoice at this new 
development. -The. participation of the 
United States in an international tribunal, 
which acts under the xgis of the League of 
Nations, brings the New and the Old Worlds 
appreciably closer together, Yet it would 
be extremely ‘oolish ‘to try to force 
America’s hand by agitating for her entry 
to the League itself. The Republicans; 
who are opposed bitterly to any truck with 
Europe, will do everything in their power 
to secure the annulment of the Senate's 
decision to adhere to the World Court, and 
a false step by Europe would play into 
their hands, If they are left alone, the 
American people, sooner or later, will 
awaken to the folly of isolation. The 
League of Nations was an American inven- 
tion, and there are millions of citizens of 
the United States who are as loyal to its 
aims as anybody in Europe. For the 
moment they are inclined to be suspicious 
of its sincerity ; but when Germany takes 
her place at Geneva any ground that may 
have existed for suspicion~ will’ vanish. 
The League is “making good.” It has 
managed to survive in spite of American 
hostility, and the duty of Europe now is to 
support its work in every possible way. 
The Americans will join it so soon as they 
realise that membership will pay them. 
Until that time dignity and prudence alike 
dictate. that no attempt shall be made by 
any European Power to influence their 
ultimate decision. 


Winter Hardships. 


The Abbé Moreux, the French astronomer, 
who predicted that the present winter 
would be the most severe in the history 
of modern Europe, seems to have known 
his job. Even in Ireland, where we have 
escaped ‘the extreme rigours of the Arctic 
weather with which Britain and the 
Continent have been afflicted, we have 
run the gamut of climatic vagaries during 
the last few months; -and the end is not 
yet. . On Thursday night Dublin was 
visited by a rain-storm of intense violence. 
Rain fell in‘ torrents for about fourteen 
hours. It was accompanied by a driving 
wind that lashed the city like a. whip, and 
in the low-lying suburbs several] streams 
overflowed their banks. Serious floods are 
reported from the Dundrum district, where 
many iamilies were forced: to leave their 
cottages on peril of being swamped. Near 
Blackrock the Linden Convalescent Home 
was invaded by rushing waters from the 
mountains, with the result that the lower 
part of the building was inundated and 
all the domestic arrangements of the 
institution were thrown completely out of 
gear. The water rose to a height of eight 
feet in the kitchens and basement offices. 
was im- 
‘possible ; and the Mother Superior was 
compelled to ask the relatives of a number 
of patients to. remove them from the Home. 
These. misfortunes, of course, are almost 
negligible in comparison with the terrible 
floods that have occurred in various parts 
of Europe recently. Our island seems to 
enjoy -comparative immunity. from the 
virulent..winter that has gone so far. as. 
to crown the ruins of the Roman Forum 
with. snow. . Possibly our turn is at 
for the outlook’ is anything but 
promising—bit there always are con- 
solations. The Abbé Moreux, who was 


correct in his prediction ‘of a severe winter, 


has promised us an exceptionally brilliant 
summer to. make up for it. Let us hope

STRANGE TAXICAB. 


MR. JACK. HYLTON’S 
BANDSMEN. 


. members of Mr, Jack Hylton’s 
Metro-Gnomes Band—Mr. . Geoffrey 
Goodheart, the conductor, and one of the 
ten instrumentalists, Mr. F. Stewart—were 
kidnapped in mysterious circumstances as 
they were about to leave their hotel on 
Thursday ‘night for the Metropole Ball- 
room, Dublin, where they had been per- 
forming ill t].e week. 

The two bandsmen were still missing at 
an early hour this morning, and, although 
the members of the Detective Division of 
the Civic Guard are pursuing one or two 
clues, no trace of their whereabouts has 
yet been found. : 

The kidnapped men were staying at the 
Regent Hotel, ~)’Olier street; Dublin, and 
the rest of their colleagues at an hotel in 
the Rathmines area. Their capture and 
removal from tne Regent Hotel occupied 
but a few seccnds. Coming down the stairs 
of the hotel «ith his colleague intending 
to walk along O'Connell street to the 
ballroom, Mr. Goodheart glanced at his 
watch, and said to the “boots’’ of the 
hotel: “John, get us a taxi, it is three 
minutes to eight. We. shall be late.” 


TWO MEN IN DRESS CLOTHES. : 
The “boots” went out, and returned 


with the taxi a few minutes afterwards ; 
but the bandsmen had gone, after leaving 
a message-stating thzt they had got another 
taxi. . 

Events had swiftly ‘followed the: de- 
parture of the “boots.” He had gone but 
a minute when two “ good-looking’? young 
men in dress suits arrived and asked for 
Messrs, Goodheart and Stewart. They had 
been sent, they said, to conduct the bands- 
men safely to the ballroom jn view of a 
disturbance being «created by a ‘mob of 
pckets’’ outside the theatre. 

The victims, apparently, fell into the ; 
trap. Without remonstrance they stepped 
into the car and their ‘‘ protectors ” after. 
them. Three other members of’ the body- 
guard appeared as if from nowhere, and 
climbed: into the motor also. The car 
then drove quickly away.

That people 
should have to pay to see a championship is, 
however, a new departure, and one, from a 
sentimental point of view, possibly to be 
regretted. It was pleasant, no doubt, for the 
devotees of golf to think that in one respect 
their game stood alone. Even on the great 
spaces of Lingay fen it was necessary, if 
memory serves, to pay some small coin to see 
Fish Smart beat Isaac See for the skating 
championship ; and now golf stands on a level 
with other pastimes. 

It is particulafly important that the crowds 
should, if possible, be kept within bounds 
this year, because we shall have with us the 
team of American amateurs, headed by the 
ibustrious Mr. “Bobby” Jpnes, who is at 
this moment the greatest magnet in the 
golfing world.

EXTENSION OF DANCING 
LICENCES. 


(BEFORE MR. LITTLE.) 

Mr. P. O'Grady, solicitor, applied for an 
extension of the dancing licence held by Mr. 
R. W. D’Vine, Central Hall, Exchequer 
street, from 11 o’clock to-night to 5 a.m. on 
Sunday, on the occasion of a dance by the 
“ National Service.” Mr. O'Grady pointed 
out that Mr. D’Vine had held a dancing 
licence for thirty@#years. 

The Justice said that there seemed to be 
complete misapprehension and confusion of 
mind that an extension has been granted to 
some and refused to others. This arose 
from a confusion of two classes of licences. 
The present application was for the extension 
of a dancing licence, and should not be con 
fused with an exemption order in regard to 
the sale of intoxicating liquor 

A dancing licence—if it could be extended 
at all—was extended under Section 51 of the 
Public Health Act. The gi iYting of annua! 
licences for dancing was, under that Act, 
vested in the Circuit Court Judges; but in 
a sub-section (11) power was vested in the 
District Court to grant a licence for dancing 
to a place not holding a licence from the 
Circuit Court lt was for cases such as 
bazaars and similar undertakings for char 
table purposes that the sub-section had its 
place in the Act. In this case the applicant 
was the holder of a licence from the Circmt 
Court, and it seemed a fair inference that the 
Judge of the Circuit Court was the person (if 
any) who had the jurisdiction to modify the 
order or certificate. 

The granting of an exemption order for sale 
of intoxicating liquor was quite on a different 
ground, and was made to a licensed hotel- 
keeper under the Act of 1910 (Brady’s Act) ; 
but im no case could any such order be 
granted in respect of the early hours Ol 
Sunday morning. 

If the occasion arose tor granting to pre 
mises, not previously licensed as a dancing 
hall, an occasional licence for a dance In 
such a hall. the view of his colleagues and 
himself was that in granting such an o 
casional licence the Justices would confine 
to a period terminating at 12 o'clock on a 
Saturday night The matter did not arnse 
in this case. because the hall was already 
licensed, and the application would seem te 
have been made to a wrong Court
